Summary of reasons for decision: 

The video explicitly depicts a man sexually abusing a young girl. It is deemed objectionable because it 
strongly promotes and supports the exploitation of children for sexual purposes. The availability of 
this video creates and encourages the idea that children are sexually available and legitimate subjects 
for adult sexual use. There can be no other purpose other than the sexual arousal of adults with a 
sexual interest in children. The digital format allows the video to be widely shared amongst 
Ukeminded individuals, which would result in a perpetuation of this sexual interest and further 
exploitation of the girl. The video could also be used to groom other children for sexual abuse. The 
Classification Office has considered the effects of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 on the 
application of the classification criteria. The classification of this publication interferes with the right 





to freedom of expression, but this is an outcome that is consistent with Parliament's intention that 
publications that promote and support the exploitation of children for sexual purposes by deemed 
objectionable.
